No vegetables or other 
prodiu* having strong o<iors should be 
kept in the name room with the cream. 
It takes such odors very readily and 
retains them tenaciously. In fact, keep 
the milk room for milk and nothing 
else and, aborc s". ba-o p'c-uty of win- 
dows to admit snushlue when wanted 
and use plenty of "elbow grease" in 
keeping it sweet and clean.

creata is not cared for in delivery. 
The writer has observed mauy thou 
sand cans in proccts of delivery, and 


also a standard remedy. 


If a person -who has touched poison 


ivy will wa»h the expos,tJ part thor- 
oughly with soap as soon after as pos- 
nlble poisoning can geuerallf he pre- 
vented, 'Hie poisonous principle in thfe 
Ivy is a oorruslve essential oil which 
Is very volatile. It is not necessary to 
touch the ivy In order to uv patewied. 
Passlug near It may be sufficient, and 
when Ivy is burned the smoke is also 
poisonous. 


Mauy people are not at ah neDsStSve 


to poison Ivy and can handle it without 
fear, while to others a mere breath of 
It is sufficient to cause troublesome 
eruptions. Poison oas and poison ivy 
arc the same thing. The plant has a 
peculiar way of changing its habit of 
growth according to local conditions.— 
Pathfinder.
